Predict Frost

Winter returned to Dixon today 


as the temperature dropped to 34 
degrees this morning, and a few 
snowflakes fell across the city. 


The cool weather was expected 


to last until Tuesday as the weath- 
er bureau predicted freezing tem- 
peratures in the Dixon area to- 
night. The mercury was expected 
to hit 25 degrees. 


Sterling: also reported snow this 


morning. 


Low temperatures forecast for 


tonight ranged from 25 in the 
northwest corner of the state to 27 
near Cairo, with the mercury ex- 
pected to touch the freezing mark 
well below central Illinois. 


A northwest wind was expected 


to keep the air stirring,,possibly 
long enough to prevent a frost, 
but a spokesman for the Chicago 
Horticultural Society suggested 
that flowering annuals be covered. 


Little frost damage to crops or 


fruit trees was expected. 


However, if the predicted mini- 


mum temperature of 32 is reached 
in Chicago, it would establish a 
new low record for the date in the 
weather bureau's 47-year Chicago 
annals.

from unknown sources." 


Behen was an appliance service 


man for Peoples Gas, Light and 
Coke company. He is the father of 
a daughter, Joyce, 7. He and his 
ex-wife, Marian, have been di- 
vorced three years. Since his di- 
vorce, Behen had lived with two 
men in a small apartment. Chi- 
cago police were reported seeking 
Ray Debevcc, one of the men who 
shared the apartment, for ques- 
tioning. The second man reported- 
ly has been drafted into the army. 


Auto Missing 


Behen's ex-wife and daughter 


are reported to have been the last 
people to see him alive. When last 
seen he was driving a black 1949 
Nash Statesman sedan with a grey 
doer at the driver's seat. The auto 
has not been found. The car had 
a 1954 Illinois license, 1384-849. The 
motor serial number was S56373. 


Behen's body was found Friday 


morning by an Indianapolis truck 
driver, Charles Jones, 21, who saw 
parts of the body exposed in the 
ditch when he stopped his truck to 
rest.

HANOI, Indochina—(^P)— 


The, Communist-led Vietminri 
halted their third massive in- 
fantry assault on Dien Bien 
Phu Sunday night The 
breather for the weary and 
battered French Union de- 
fenders extended into today. 


A terse French high command 


communique early today said the 
night at the besieged northwest 
Indochina fortress was "calm." 
with only "light harassments" of 
key French positions by rebel ar- 
tillery and mortars. 


The French took immediate ad- 


vantage of the slack in the fighting 
to parachute tons of ammunition 
and supplies into the beleaguered 
fortress. 


No Explanation 


There was no immediate ex- 


planation for the rebel pullback, 
a startling development snide pre- 
vious report* of the fighting had 
indicated the Vietminh probably 
could overrun the besieged French 
position whenever they threw the 
bulk of their much greater num- 
bers into the charge. 


The Vietminh had launched their 


third wave-on-wave infantry assault 
on the fortress Saturday night. 


Before they broke off their wild 


charges from 
all sides of the 


shrunken French perimeter, the 
rebels had choked off three mote 
of the strongpoints guaidlng the 
bunkered command headquarters 
of French Brig. Gen. Christian de 
Castries and also overrun "Isa- 
belle," an isolated outpost three 
miles south of the main forlicss de- 
fenses. 


Recapture Outpost 


A later French announcement 


said the defenders in a violent 
counterattack had recaptured Isa- 
belle. 


The battle raged at close range 


for hours Satutday night and Sun- 
day as the garrison force, out- 
numbeted 
about 6 to 1 and 


squeered into a trap less than a 
mile actoss, fought for their lives 
with bayonets, knives and hand 
grenades. 


The French army command said 


its losses were heavy bui claimed 
the enemy toll was "extremely" 
high. 


The f o r t r e s s , France's last 


stionghold in northwest Indochina, 
had withstood 51 days of constant 
hammering by the Victminh. in- 
cluding two previous attempts to 
overwhelm it by sheer force of 
numbers. 


French tanks, clustered in the 


heart of the fortress, were of little 
use in the fighting at close quar- 
ter*. French bombers and fighters 
swooped over the battlefield but 
could not blast the rebels at close 
range without 
troops.

Credit Soviet Captain With

fection of Soviet Capt. Nikolai Khokhlov set the stage for a widespread 
roundup of Red agents that turned into one of the major counterintelli- 
gence coups since the war. 


These sources said the crack- 


down on unsuspecting R u s s i a n 
agents in Austria, West Germany, 
Berlin and other West European 
areas had dealt a hard blow to the 
Kremlin's far-flung espionage and 
kidnaping machine. 


American intelligence authorities 


won time for the operation by 
keeping Russia's MVD Ministry of 
Interior secret police in the dark 
over Khokhlov's defection for al- 
most two months after he deserted 
to the West, it was Mid.

In this period, Khokhlov's dis- 


closures on MVD spying activities 
in the West first were carefully 
checked. Then th* trap was set 
and the arrest* followed.

recognition of the Vietminh regime 
as a state. 


The Russians and the West al- 


ready had agreed that nine parties 
would attend the conference—the 
Big Four, the Chinese Reds, the 
Vietminh and the three Associated 
States of Indochina, Viet Nam, 
Cambodia and Laos. 


No Korean Break 


Smoothing out of the issue of 


Vietminh status came as the Ko- 
rean deadlock showed no sign of a 
break and some of the Western 
Foreign ministers began heading 
for home.

Spring Freeze 
Stops Threat 
Of Tornadoes 


By The Aiwociated Pre*n 


A mid-spring freeze moved down 


the center of the nation today, 
pushing eastward the wet, warm 
air that spawned drenching rains 
and tornadoes during the past sev- 
eral days. 


The southward moving cold air 


literally froze out the tornadoes 
which struck 29 Oklahoma com- 
munities Saturday night, causing 
fiv« deaths and injuring 64. While 
ending the menace of tornadoes in 
many Midwest states, it brought 
snow to at least three—up to nine 
inches at International Falls, Minn. 


The turn of the weather brought 


out snowplow.s in the areas of 
h e a v y fall—northern Minnesota 
and upper Michigan. It swelled the 
rivers of eastern Minnesota and 
western Wisconsin. 


The freezing weather, extending 


from the northern Rockies through 
the northern Plains into the Lake 
Superior region and southward into 
the Texas panhandle, covered tor- 
nado-stricken Oklahoma w h e r e 
damage estimates ranged up to a 
million dollars. 


One of the Saturday, night torna- 


does wiped out 30 houses in Meek- 
er, a town of 1,000 population. 
There were no fatalities reported 
there although 26 persons were in- 
jured. Two persons were killed 
near Grandfield when a Wnado 
overtook a truck in which they 
were trying to outrun it, two others 
drowned in rain-swollen streams 
and a Tulsa woman died of a heart 
attack running to a cellar shelter 
after hearing a tornado warning 
siren. 


The Oklahoma rainfall totals 


Sunday included 2.11 inches at 
Little Rock' and 3 inches at Okla- 
homa City. The Washita river, 
which flooded Friday after a lO'.i 
inch downpour in Roger Mills 
county, was out of its banks again. 


Snow was falling early today in

area and the eastern Dakotas— 
Duluth had 3 inches on the ground 
and Minneapolis 2, and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and upper Great 
Lakes regions had showers.

Let's Not Kid Ourselves About 


Nation's Crime Rale 


When anyone views juvenile delinquency or crime in gen- 


eral with great alarm, he can always count on some earnest 
gecond-thinkers to arise and say: 


"Now just wait a minute. We've always had these prob- 


"lems. It's no different today from what it was 20 or 30 
years ago. You simply don't remember the old days. Let s 
, not exaggerate this situation. Let's keep it in perspective- 


Well and good.. Perspective and balance and caution 


are fine things. But, taken as a whole, statements like the 
above are just not accurate any more. It is not true that 
the crime problem is no worse than in years gone by. 
••

The latest FBI figures'on major crimes in America are 


offered in evidence. If crime totals were shown to be rising 


• at roughly the same rate as the population is increasing, that 
! could lend substance to a contention that the problem isn t 
changing much. But the statistics don't show that. 


What they do disclose is that since 1950 the population 


has risen five per cent, but crime has gone up 20 per cent. 
In other words, by a ratio of 4 to 1, it is increasing faster 
than the population. There is small comfort here for those 
who want to insist that the problem isn't any worse than it 
used to be.

. 
Except for murder, all categories of crime increased in 


1953. But there were nearly 13,000 cases of murder or neg- 
ligent manslaughter, which is not much to cheer about. 


Youths under the age of 21 account for slightly more 


than 50 per cent of all the nation's major crimes against prop- 
erty—robbery, burglary, larceny, automobile theft, and so 
on. Since.there were in 1953 more than- 1,000,000 such 
crimes, that means our young people were involved in some 
500,000.

No one can say that there are not many Americans who 


are alert to both the general and the juvenile crime problem, 
though it is perhaps a question whether enough of us grasp 
the full seriousness of these matters. 


But the real point made by these shocking statistics is 


that we do not seem to,have found suitable answers, or, if 
we have, we are not applying them with sufficient vigor and 
breadth. The problem is not being licked. It is getting 
worse. And it's no good blaming it all on "postwar reaction.'' 
That doesn't stop it. 


A lot of people scoff at presidential commissions, but 


there might be genuine value in one devoted to crime. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower might well gather together members of the 
judiciary, law enforcement officers, criminologists, penplo- 
gists, psychologists, all those who know anything about crime 
in particular and the social fabric of the country in general- 


, From their considered study we just might get the kind 


of sweeping, bold assault on this problem that it requires 
if law-abiding Americans are to remain masters in their own 
house. 


A Lesson to Learn From Australia 


The famous case of Igor Gouzcnko, Russian code clerk, 


who tipped off Canada and the West on a Soviet atomic spy 
ring, appears about to have a parallel in Australia. 


Vladimir Petrov, third secretary of the Soviet embassy 


in Caberra, has sought and gained asylum from the Austra- 
lian government. 


Australia promptly set up a royal commission to investi- 


gate, as did Canada after the Gouzenko disclosures. If Ameri- 
can officials had originally followed the Canadian example 
and set up an independent commission, our inquiry into espio- 
nage and subversion might not have fallen chaotically to'a 
wide range of conflicting and overlapping agencies. 


Perhaps a fresh example from Australia would stir new 


interest in this country in getting investigation of Commu- 
nist subversion and spying onto an orderly basis.

'Complexity' of Modern Life 
No Excuse for Delinquency

In 1952, 350,000 children were 


judged delinquent by the courts of 
this land. In the same year, another 
615,000 passed through the hands of 
th« police. Nobody knows how 
many other youngster* committed 
unlawful acts that were not detect- 
ed. 


A government official explains 


these angry children by the kind of 
world we live in. He speaks of the 
"increased complexity of our mod- 
ern society; changing cultural pat- 
terns and the tremendous insecuri- 
ties of youth living in a world that 
knows very little peace or stabil- 
ity."

When, may I ask has his world 


offered us anything but compli- 
cations, changes and insecurities? 


It must have been pretty compli- 


cated to be a Hebrew living1 under 
Pharaoh. The "changing cultural 
pattern" resulting from the He- 
brew's decision to leave Pharaoh 
and follow Moses into the wilder- 
ness was quite a cultural change. 


Nor could it have been very se- 


cure to be a Christian under the 
Roman Emperor Caligula—or a 
passenger on that ship Mayflower 
sailing westward from home into 
unknown peril and struggle. 


What made the complications, 


changes and insecurities endurable 
was a system of moral Ideas. These 
moral ideas gave .such order and 
stability to the inward individual 
worlds of the Hebrew, the early 
Christian and the Pilgrim that they 
could find the strength to deal with 
the disorders and complications of 
the outward world. 


So I do not think that anyone 


does us a service by citing our cen- 
tury's complications, changes and 
insecurities as an excuse for juve- 
nile delinquency. 


Evil is as old as it is monotonous. 


In one time, it speaks with the 
voice of Pharaoh: in another, with 
the one of Malenkov, In one time, 
it threatens us with the destruction 
by lions in the Roman arena; in 
another, destruction by radioacti- 
vity. 


f So I do not agre« with sociologi- 
cal excuses for our production of 
Angry children. I think that they 
art created by people who refuse 
to order their individual 
moral 


world. 


It's typical of our time to seize on 


•oclologlca] alibis for what's hap- 
pening to children. W« are becom- 
ing much too skillful in exploiting 
DM flaunts * »«Uni aeteic* to 


justify cynicism, moral apathy and 
neglect of man's immemorial duty 
to find in his relation to God or 
himself vnluos which transcend the 
stresses of his time.

The total contributions to McCar- 


ran for both the primary and the 
election were only $7,510. The larg- 
est single donation was $5,000 from 
the senatorial campaign committee 
of the National Democratic party. 
These were only two contributions 
for $500. both from Nevada citi- 
zens, two of $250. each, and of the 
total, only $905 came from outside 
the state.

letter from the "Committee on Na- 
tional Affairs." dated May 15, 1950.

NEW YORK-Regarding the efforts of Arthur J. Goldsmith of tht 


Waldorf Tower and his clandestine political following to elect 'senators 
from other states, let me cite today a letter from Goldsmith to a young; 
man who was put up to run against Pat McCarran in the Nevada Dem- 
ocratic primary of 1950. There will be other infor- 
mation in this instalment further exposing a ruse 
put out by The Associated Press which had the pur- 
pose of covering Goldsmith's tracks. That ruse was 
a. handout from one of Goldsmith's stooges trying 
to create an impression that "southwestern" for- 
tunes .were doing the very thing that Goldsmith's 
secretive clique of Eastern millionaires were try- 
ing {o do in Western states, New England. West 
Virginia and Tennessee. That is, to swing elections 
with secret slush-funds. 


A letter dated July 10, 1950, from Goldsmith to 
w««tbn»k r»:tiw 


George Franklin, jr., of Las Vegas, said he would pass along informa- 
tion to Franklin as it c«me to him. Then it told Franklin that VM, 
meaning Sena tor'McCarran. was in Europe on Oct. 9, 1949, and to 
neither voted nor was paired on the "Korean aid bill." 


"In other words," Goldsmith told Franklin, "when he tries to indi- 


cate how right he has been in wanting the United States to protect it- 
self in the Far East,.it can be called to the public attention that on a 
major measure dealing with the problem he did not even bother to in- 
dicate his position." Of itself, of course, this letter merely establishes 
the connection. 


Another letter,, dated two days 


earlier, from Frederick C. McKee, 
24 
Oliver 
Bldg.. 
Pittsburgh, 


"chairman" of a letter-head front 
called "Committee on National Af- 
fairs," with headquarters in Gold- 
smith's apartment in the Waldorf 
Tower referred to a personal meet- 
ing with Franklin in New York. 
Franklin had come to New York 
from Nevada on a political mission 
with a woman married to a man 
who had been born in Russia. This 
woman, who was very active in 
Nevada politics for a brief time, 
arranged the pilgrimage 
to the 


Waldorf Tower. In Las Vegas she 
had organized 
something called 


"The Atlantic Union" and George 
Franklin, jr., had been elected lo- 
cal president. 


McKee, 
whose 
name 
occurs 


often in Goldsmith's tangled and 
mysterious political affairs, told 
Franklin that "we very much ap- 
preciated the privilege of meeting 
you and hearing your clear-cut 
presentation of the Nevada situa- 
tion." 


"I am enclosing a list of the con- 


tributors to Senator McCarran's 
1944 campaign which I copied from 
the records in the Archives bldg., 
in Washington." McKee continued. 
"It is rather peculiar that all the 
large out of state contributions are 
reported with one initial only. Am 
enclosing 
some 
printed 
matter 


which we used effectively in the 
Pittsburgh area in 1912 and which 
might offer some suggestions for 
use for some of the material which 
Dr. Birkhcad is sending." 


Birkhead is a weary old profes- 


sional practitioner in the same 
field of politics who ran a layout 
called the Friends of Democracy, 
which employed John Roy Carlson, 
described by a U. S. court in Chi- 
cago as a professional liar and 
sneak. The Friends of Democracy 
is out of the New York, telephone 
books now and the disposition of 
its "files" which Carlson some- 
times referred to is not known to 


retired to private life — and w» 
are working toward that end.

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Tough About Indochina 


Communists Didn't listen 
So U. S. Plan Didn't Work 


By .TAMES MAKLOW 


WASHINGTON (ft — The Eisen. 


hower administration talked tough 
but, it appears now. never had a 
prepared plan to help the French 
if they faced disaster in Indochina 
at the hands of the Communist-led 
Vietminh. 


The tough talk didn't stop the 


Communists. Secretary of State 
Dulles didn't come up with a plan 
until the French did face disaster. 
So far his plan hasn't.worked. 


When the Korean truce was 


signed last summer, D u l l e s fo-' 
cuscd American and world atten- 
tion 
on 
Indochina,, where 
the 


French had been fighting the Viet- 
minh seven years. . 


On Sept. 2 he warned the Com- 


munist Chinese not to send their 
troops into Indochina. 


If this was intended to warn the 


Chinese they might be bombed in 
China, if they sent an army into 
Indochina, it overlooked a i-eality 
they didn't have to send in an 
army. 


Rebels Willing 


The native Indochinese rebels 


were willing to fight and die. They 
needed supplies and expert direc- 
tion and help. The Chinese sent in 
supplies and specialists. 


Yet, that may be the future pat- 


tern of Communist aggression any- 
where: got the native communists 
to revolt and then see them through 
a victory with supplies and trained 
men who stay in the background. 


In another major policy speech 


Jan. • 12 Dulles said aggression 
would be met with instant and 
massive retaliation. Later'*e wa- 
tered it down, saying he had meant1 
to emphasize not so much the 
word "instant" as this country's 
"capacity" to retaliate instantly, 
if it wished to. 


It was watered down even fur- 


ther by President Eisenhower on 
March 10. He told a news confer- 
ence the United States would not 
get involved in war without a for- 
mal declaration by Congress. 


Three days later Dulles explain- 


ed Eisenhower could order instant 
retaliation if he though an attack 
anywhere was preliminary to, at- 
tack on this country. Chinese ag- 
gression in Indochina could hardly 
be considered that. 


Begin Offensive 


On the very day Dulles gave that 


explanation, the Vietminli began a 
jnujor offensive against the French 
fortress of Dien Bien I'hu in north- 
west Viet Nam. ' 


All this time the administration 


seemed to think the French would 
win. 
- 


By March 29 the Victrninh had 


given the French a battering. Dul- 
les said a Communist victory in 
Indochina would lead to domina- 
tion of all Southeast Asia. "That 
possibility," he said, "should not 
be passively accepted but should 
be met by united action." 


This, at least, seemed to be a 


plan, although one thought up at 
the last moment, for ho dashed off 
to seo if the French and British 
would form a Pacific alliance like 
the one they had with this country 
in Europe. 


Britain and Franc* insisted on 


waiting to see what happened at 
tho Geneva conference b e f o r e 
agreeing to "united action." 


They went into tho conference 


divided, facing the undivided Com- 
munists, who could take advantage 
of their split. They did. Now the 
French may agree to a peace plan 
which could lead to eventual seiz- 
ure of all Indochina.

Senator Reports Threat

To U.S. Watchmakers 


WASHINGTON Ufi~ Sen. Salton- 


stall (R-Mass) said today a for- 
eign watchmaker's group "gives 
every appearance of being pre- 
pared to do all within its power" 
to destroy the American jeweled- 
movement industry. 


Highlighting another episode of 


the long struggle between Ameri- 
can assemblers of .watches using 
Swiss movements and other U. S. 
firms which make both cases and 
movements, Saltonstalj said the 
domestic manufacturers are es- 
sential to national defense. 


Saltonstall, the Senate Armed 


Service Committee chairman, in 
a speech prepared for the Senate, 
took issue with a report that offi- 
cials of the Frankford Arsenal in 
Philadelphia had said the Ameri- 
can watch industry is not essen- 
tial. 


Investigate* Charge 


"I have inquired into this allega- 


tion and hnve nenn advised that no 
official 
statement was made to 


this effect," Saltonstall said. 


He referred to a statement from 


the George W. Borg Corp., Dela- 
van, Wis.

statement said Borg had to de- 
velop its own facilities for this 
work because of a "reluctance and 
unwillingness" by American watch 
companies to supply party and as- 
sistance. 


Borg's statement said Frankford 


Arsenal officials recently made an 
"unsolicited statement" to its rep- 
resentatives "that they did not 
consider the domestic jeweled- 
watch industry essential to the 
manufacturer of mechanical time 
fuses." 


Magnificent Job

Saltonstall sajd: 
"The Army points out that jewel 


watch movements are not .neces- 
sary to the manufacturer of time 
fuses, but the Army could have 
and should have.informed the na- 
tion that the domestic watch in- 
dustry has done a magnificient job 
as suppliers of parts to those com- 
panies holding prime contracts for 
the manufacture of these impor- 
tant items for our defense arsen- 
al." 


He asserted that foreign watch- 


makers and "importers of foreign 
watches known as the American 
Watch Assn." are trying to con- 
vince the Senate and the Office of 
Defense Mobilization "that there is

In World War II. Saltonstall 


said, thin industry supplied "vital 
timepieces" for the armed forces, 
"essential timing devices" for mu- 
nitions making and other jeweled- 
bearmg machinery and delicate in- 
struments. 


England Short 


Before the war Great Britain let 


its watch industry "fall by the 
wayside" and during the conflict 
was supplied by American firms, 
Saltonstall said, adding: 


"Since 1945 Britain has. at great 


cost, tried to revive its watch and 
clock industry. We should profit 
by tnc mistakes of others rather 
than following the path of error 
blindly." 


Saltonstall said the "threat" to 


the domestic industry is shown by 
a drop of 45 per cent in produc- 
tion since 1951 and a decrease of 
3.3.8 per cent in the number of 
workers employed in the Ameri- 
can j'ewelod movement plants. 


"In 1953," he said, "domestic 


production accounted for only 18 
per cent of the watches sold in 
the United States while Swiss im- 
ports accounted for 82 per cent."
